for months been touring the State 
arging his friends to vote for Farring.

Farrlngton and Silver. 


Farrinjfton left the Bepublioans and 


joined the Silver party while the Re- 
publican party claimed to be for tl- 
metalism. 


He left the Silver party and rejoined 


the Republican party after tbat party 
had declared for the gold standard. 


He voted for Bryan iu 1896, when 


McKinley favored silver to the extent 
of international bimetalism, bnt will 
vote against Bryan in 1800, whe» 
Bryan is still for free coinage and 
McKinley is for the gold standard out- 
right. 


He declared tbat he could not acoept 


the Republican nomination for eon- 
iress QBlogs the platform favored free 
coinage, and Immediately afterward 
accepted the nomination upon a plat- 
form which indorstd the coinage of 
ten-cent pieces.
